Nevertheless some day it will 
be established, and at th at day, people will look back a t the wastefulness 
ot great arm am ents and wars, and wonder why all th a t m am m oth ex­ 
pense could not then have been devoted to the im provem ent of the race 
and the world at large. 
B ut a few years ago it was dangerous to m ention sex, its mysteries 
and beauties. The world is getting healthier and happier because the 
youths of the world are now being taught the im portance of knowing 
themselves. 
T h at which is dangerous, is not to have ideas at all! 
A good plan for growth, m entally and spiritually, is to dare to try 
the untried. Those who early left their comfortable hom es and migrated 
to new and strange lands, had dangerous ideas in their heads—but some­ 
thing marvelously fine in their hearts. 
And th at is the story of all growth 
and progress. 
The heroic are those who are not afraid to harbor dangerous ideas, as 
wall as those who willingly accept th eir challenge!
